The Funeral Certificates of the NozlLrrv and GENTRY of 
this kingdom, as regiſtered in the Hs8RaLDs Orricr, together 
with their arms, quarterings, and ſupporters, elegantly depicted 
and duly regulated, are ſome of the fineſt records extant, and 
will be ſtanding monuments of the caution and concern fami- 


lies had to tranſmit their connexions, feats in war, and ho- 


nourable enſigns to poſterity ; but this good cuſtom, formerly 


ſo, well eſtabliſhed to preſerve their memories from oblivion, 


and anſwer the good ends. intended, is now much neglected ; 

however, as examples for i imitation and the informtaion of thoſe 
who are unacquainted with this manner of regiſtering of fa- 
milies, I ſhall here preſent the following, extracted from the 
originals .

The Right Honourable Trom4s Earle of Lincolne departed this mortall life 
the 1 5th daye of January 1618, at his houſe at Tatterſhal, in the countye of 
Liacolne, and was buried in the chauncell of the church of Tatterſhall aforeſaide. 
He maried ELIZABETH, daughter and coheire of Sir Henry Knevitt of Charl- 
ton, in the countye of Wilts, Kat. by whom he had yſſue, Katherine, eldeſt 
daughter, who dyed without yſſue ; Elizabeth, 2d daughter; Frances, 3d 
daughter; Henry, eldeſt ſonne, Thomas, 2d ſonne, both dyed without yſſue; 
Arabella, 4th daughter ; Theophilus, ſonne and heire, now Earle of Lincolne ; 
Edward, 4th ſonne; Lucy and Anne, both dyed without yſſue; Charles, 5th 
ſonne; Knevitt, 6th ſonne; Suſan, 7th daughter; Robert, 7th fonne, dyed 
without yſſue; John, 8th ſonne ; Dorcas, 8th daughter; and Sarah, gth and 
youngeſt daughter.

ELIZABETH HASTINGS, Counteſs of WORCESTER. 


The Right Honourable Lady ELIZABETH HasTINGs, late Counteſſe of 
Worceſter, and daughter of the Right Honourable Francis Earle of Huntingdon, 
departed this mortall life at Worceſter-houſe in the Strand, London, the 24th 
daye of Auguſt 1621, whoſe corpes was conveyed ymmediately following from 
thence to Ragland, in the countye of Monmouth, there to be interred. She was 
maried to the Right Honourable EDWARD Earle of Worceſter, Lord Privie

RICHARD SACKEVILLE, Earl of DORSET. - 


The Right Honourable RicHAR D SACKEvILLE, Earle of Dorſet, ſonne of 
Robert Earle of Dorſet, the ſonne of Thomas firſt Earle of Dorſet and Lord 
High Treaſurer of England, departed this mortall life at Dorſet-houſe- by Fleet- 


ſtreet, in London, on Eaſter-day the xxviii of March 1624; whoſe body was 


honourably conveyed through the city of London on Tueſday night the 6th. 


daye of April following unto Buckhurſt in Suſſex, and there buried in the pariſh 


church of Withiam with his anceſtors, in a vault belonging only to that family.. 
He maried Lady ANNE, only daughter and heire of George Clifford, Earle of 
Cumberland; by whom he had yſſue one ſonne and two daughters; Thomas 
Sackeville Lord Buckherſt, his ſonne and heire, who dyed in his infancy ; Lady 
Margaret, eldeſt daughter, borne 2 daye of July 1614, and Lady Iſabella, 
borne 6 of October 1622, both living at the time of their father's death. The

way of evidence in courts of judicature, of what authority can 
they be for LEGAL proof, when they themſelyes are 1LLEGAL,

The proviſion made in the late marriage- act, obliging the 
parties to be married in the pariſh church where one of them 
is a pariſhioner, with the atteſtation of two witneſſes beſides 
_ the miniſter, is certainly excellent, fince thereby the place and 

proof of the marriage can in after-times be more readily aſcer- 
tained ; yet is the good purport of this clauſe ſcandalouſly 
evaded by perſons removing from one county or place, and 
taking lodgings to make themſelves pariſhioners for a month 
only in another, thereby concealing. their true pariſh and eſtab- 
liſhed reſidence, which of courſe muſt render the marriage 
more obſcure and dubious than ever: but as the late marriage- 
act is now under conſideration of higher powers, I ſhall de- 
cline what I intended to ſay further on this point. 


The utility of ſuch minute entries, exemplified aforeſaid in 
Parochial Regiſters, having been thus far conſidered, one may 
reaſonably hope, that a caution would be altogether needleſs 
about the religious conſervation of them,

That Regiſters were from their firſt inſtitution deemed of 
very ſingular importance to the nation in general, may be col- 
lected from the care the Legiſlature have from time to time 
taken about them. The canon of King James I. gives theſe 
directions, with penalties of a mulct on failure of obſervance: 
« The regiſter ſhall be kept in the church in a coffer with 
<« three keys, for the miniſter and each of the churchwardens; 
<« and that on the Sunday the miniſter, in the preſence of the 
«- churchwardens, ſhall make the entries of the week before; 
« to every page (when filled) they ſhall all ſubſcribe their 
« names: and the churchwardens ſhall every year tranſmit 4 


« copy thereof to the biſhop's regiſtry.” + 


The Parliament alſo have. thought the care of Regiſters 
worthy their particular notice; and accordingly by an act of 
60 and 70 of King William III. *The miniſter neglecting to

If a church is to be repaired or rebuilt, great care mould 


be obſerved to take copies of every monumental inſcription or 


coat of arms; the ſame care ſhould alſo extend to church win- 
dows, which often contain painted arms, written labels, &c. 

Mr. WE Rv ER, in his preface concerning Funeral Monuments, | 
obſerves that in other kingdoms the monuments of the dead 
are preſerved, and their inſcriptions or epitaphs are regiſtered 

in the church books: he juſtly laments the barbarous and in- 
human practice (to the ſhame of his time) of monuments 


* broken down and almoſt ruinated, their brazen inſcriptions 


eraſed, torne away, and pilfered ; by which deformidable act

the honourable memory of many vertuous and noble perſons 
deceaſed is extinguiſhed, and the true underſtanding of divers 
families in theſe realmes (who have deſcended of thoſe worthy 
perſons aforeſaid) is ſo darkened, as the true courſe of their 
inheritance is thereby partly interrupted.” Grieving (as he ob- 
ſerves) at this inſufferable injury, offered as well to the living 
as the dead, out of reſpect he bore ts venerable antiquity, and 
the due regard to continue the remembrance of the deceaſed 
to future ages, it was that he collected ſuch memorials of the 
deceaſed as were then remaining undefaced. | 


To theſe obſervations, which I thought proper to premiſe, 
I ſhall now reſume my own : Many grave-ſtones are often 
half, and others wholly covered with pews, &c. many alſo are 
broken, and by the ſinking of graves not only inſcriptions are 
loſt, but the beauty of the church defaced; all theſe and 
many «other evils might be remedied, in caſe every pariſh was 
obliged to have, in like manner as abroad, a monumental. 
book, to be kept with the regiſter, wherein every inſcription 
ſhould be fairly written, under the inſpection of the miniſter 
officiating ; for which purpoſe a fee ſhould be paid: nor would 
it be amiſs, if every pariſh had the ichnography of che church 
on a large ſcale, with proper references to each perſon's grave 
or family vault.

The uſe of Seals is very ancient : Sir WILLIAM Ducpals, 
in his Antiquities of Warwickſhire, obſerses that King Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor, upon his foundation of Weſtminſter Ab- 
bey, was the firſt in England who put his feal to his charter, 
according to the cuſtom of the Normans, with whom he had 
been educated. The king only, and ſome of the nobility, at 
firſt uſed ſeals, chiefly with their images on horſeback thereon, 
afterwards; as arms became ſettle and hereditary, the gen- 
tlemen of the better ſort uſed them on their ſeals; and about 
King Edward THd's time ſeals became common. Before the 
ſubſcribing names to ancient chartets and evĩdences they were 
only agned unh gels, probably” bessule in thoſe” carly days 

Very few people could write, and which, as NisBeT obſerves, 
contributed greatly to the regularity of arms: be tells us it 

was cnafted' by ſeveral atubss, cht every freebolder eld 

have his proper ſeal of arms, and ſhould either compeer him- 
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ſelf at the head court of the tire, or ſend his attorney with 
the ail! ſeal}; and thoſe who wanted fuck Teals were to be 
amerciat or fined.

and obtained a verdict, with coſts and 201. damages. Queen 
Anne, to revive. and preſerve the ancient honour and efteem 
due to the nobility and gentry of- this kingdom from people 
of the lower claſs intruding into their families and uſurping 
their arms, did, for prevention af the ſame, iſſue out her 
command to HxxRV Earl of Bindon, then deputy earl marſhal 
of England, to put in execution the ſtatutes and ordinances 
relating thereto. © In the 13th of Kipg George I. one Robert 
Harman, for afluming the title and office of Herald, was pto- 
ſecuted by the College of Heralds at the quarter- ſeſſions l held 
at Beccles in Suffolk, and ordered to ſtand in the pillory in 
three ſeveral towns on public market-days, and afterwards to 
be impriſoned and fined; which order was accordingly exe- .
